GASH BONUSES FOR 
BETTERMENT OF 
~—TWE SERVICE 


OAKLAND, Cal, Jan. 6.—Cash 
bonuses for city employees who 
make suggestions for the, better- 
ment of the service in their vari- 
ous departments are to be offered 
in Oakland, at the suggestion of the 
civil service board. The board has 
sent a letter to the head of each city 
department suggesting this bonus 
idea, and it has been taken up en- 
\thusiastically as an efficient means 
ito add efficiency in municipal work. 

As a preliminary step, employees 
who make good suggestions are to 
be given a special credit in their 
efficiency rating, and the cash bonus 
Plan will be put in operation later. 
The letter to the heads of the de- 
partments is as follows: 

“The Civil Service department of 
the City of Oakland wishes to mark 
the new year by asking each man 
and woman in the city service for 
definite, constructive suggestions for 
‘the improvement of the manner of 
doing the city’s work, such sugges- 
tions to deal with any or all of 
the following subjects: organization, 
methods of work, efficiency mark- 
ings, salaries, vacations and leaves 
of absence, promotions and examina- 
tions. ; 

“In estimating the value of plans 
‘proposed the department will have 
the aid of committees from the 
offices and employees. Special cred- 
it. will be given for every sugges- 
tion adopted, which will materially 
affect the person’s efficiency rating. 

“If this plan brings forth enough 
of profit to the city, a system of cash 
bonuses will be worked out rae its 
further development.”
